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Roosevelt Made Appoint- 
ment Before Simonton’s 
Body Was Interred.

Washington, April 27.—{Special.)— 
President Roosevelt today took snap 
judgment upon the friends of Senator Mc- 
Comas and those of several other emi- 
nent republican lawyers when he sent to 
the senate the nomination of Judge Peter

Senate amendments making appropria- 
tions for light houses, beacons and fog 
signals are retained for the Stations at 
Cape Lookout, N. C., and Cape San Blas, 
Fila. 


The house provision making the appro- 
priations hereafter for tne enforcement 
of the Chinese exclusion act available for 
the Bertillon system of identification is 
restored. 

The senate amendment providing for an 
office building for senators is retained. 
In relation to the extension of the east 
front of the capitol substitutes were pro- 
vided for the house and senate provisions 
for a joint commission to inquire into the 
cost of the extension. 

The senate amendment  approprtating 
$50.000 for a statue of Thomas Jefferson 
is etricken out and a provision adopted 
to create a commission to report plans 
and designg for a statue to cost not 
exceeding $100,000. 

The senate amendment increasing from 
$900,000 to $1,500,000 for construction 
and enlargement of buildings at military 
posts is retained. The appropriation for 
the Indianapolis military post is increas-

NEGRO KILLED AFTER FIGHT. 


Desperate Battle Between Anderson 
and Oakland Police. 
Oakland, Cal., April 27.—After a fierce 
battle ‘between the police and Wilson 
Anderson, a negro, lasting ten hours, An- 

derson was shot and killed today. 

Anderson had driven a white woman 
and a colored porter from the house at 
Fourth and Broadway, where he lived, 
at the point of a pistol, and when Po- 
iicemen Sherry and Ford attempted to ar- 
test the negro he barricaded the doors 
and window and fired at every one who 
appeared.

PAID 10 COMPANY 


French Company Now Has the 
$40,000,000 


Syndicate of Paris Bankers Advanced 
Money to Canal Company. 
Property on Isthmus May 
Have Also Passed to 
United States. 


April 27.—The attorgey 
general has received cablegrams from 
Messrs. Day and Russell, who went to 
Paris as his representatives to conduct 
the closing negotiations for the Panama 
canal property, to the effect that the 
deeds of the property, archives and all 
other papers and documents which will 
belong to the United States under the 
transfer have already been turned over 
to them, and that the purchase price of 
$40,000,000 has heen advanced to the ca- 
nal company by a Paris syndicate of 
bankers, 

This syndicate, it is understood, offered 
to pay aver the money with a view to 
expediting the consummation of the sale

'on the assurance of the attorney general 
| that 


the draft on the United States for 


$40.000,00 would be honored on presen- 
tation at the treasury at Washington. 

At the time the money was paid over 
to the canal company in Paris, Major 
ark Brooke, of the engineer corps of 
the army, now in Colon, was authorized 
to formally receive the propefty on the 
isthmus in the name of the United States. 

Whether this transfer has actually 
been made by the republic of Panama 
the department of justice has not yet 
been advised, but it is assumed it will be 
made within a day or two. Messrs. Day 
and Russell are expected to return to 
Washington within the next ten days and 
will bring with them the title deeds of 
the canal property. 

Though sympathizing with the efforts 
of the European holders of Colombian 
bonds to induce the new state of Pan- 
ama to assume some share of the foreign 
indebtedness of Colombia, the state de- 
partment has made no move in that 
matter since the retirement from Wash- 
ington of M. Bunau-Varilla, the Panaman 
minister. Before the minister left 
Washington Secretary Hay took occasion 
to impress upon him the fact that con- 
siderations of equity should move Pan- 
ama to an assumption of some part of 
the national debt, but the minister was 
not particularly impressed, and no effort 
was made to bring pressure to bear upon 
the new government. 

The attempt to delay the payment of 
the $1,000,000 to Panama by the pre- 
sentation of old Colon fire claims prob- 
ably will not receive the indorsement of 
the department.

Threat of Black Voters in 
North Carolina 


That if White Republicans Shut 
Them Out of State Convention, 
Phere Will Be Trouble i 
Camp—General News 
of North State. 


Raleigh, N. C., April 27.—(Special.)— 
There are probabilities that the negro 
voters tn North Carolina, of whom, it is 
true, there are not many, will give the 
white republicans some troable. Rev. Dr. 
R. H. W. Leek, one of the most promi- 
nent ministers in the African Methodist- 
Episcopal church, who has for many 
years figured prominently In politics also, 
when asked about the attitude of the 
negroes, said: 

“We are watching to see what happens 
and if the white republicans shut us out 
from the state conventions this year as 
they did at the la&t one, they will cer- 
tainly hear something drop.”’ 

Republican officeholders make the very 
positive declaration that Roosevelt will 
get the solid support of the North Caro- 
lina delegation to the national conven- 
tion, and smile at what they call negro 
threats. The republicang stand no sort 
of chance of carrying this state or of get- 
ting anything like a large number of 
members of the legislature; in fact, there 
will be merely a handful. This week 
many of the leading members of the bar 
in the state congressional district are 
here in attendance upon the supreme 
court and they say in response to in- 
quiries that the democrats will thorough- 
ly defeat Spencer Blackburn there, al- 
though they admit he will put pp a strong 
fight and is very aggressive. The fact 
that the democrats are confident that 
they will win in that district is shown by 
the gtutement that no less than six as- 
pirants for the nomination are already 
known, these being ex-Congressman W, 
H. Bower, William C. Newland, T. C. 
Bowie, R. H. Hackett, John Gwaltney 
and W. R. Odell 

W. F, James, of Davie county, and 2 
deputy sheriff have gone to lowa, *o 
search for Mrs. G. H. Graham and her 
child ang Frank C. Warden, who eloped 
with her a few days ago.

Mrs. Graham took every cent 
of her husband’s money, amounting to 
several hundred dollars. Warden and 
Mrs. Graham were sweethearts before 
her marriage. She is a very handsome 
woman. Warden left that section sev- 
eral years ago, to escape arrest for some 
crime, but returned last November. 

Entries Alleged To Be False. 

At Greensboro, in the federal court, 
the cases of the United States against 
B. 8. Sprinkle, T. M. Angle, H. C. Sprin- 
kle, J. T. Sprinkle and William Young, 
ere on trial, there being ten counts in 
the bill of indictment found by the grand 
jury, some of these being false entries 
in regard to the amount of whisky they 
were dealing in as rectifiers, distillers, 
wholesale dealers, etc., and conspiracy to 
defraud the government by conducting 
the liquor business under various names, 
all parties being equally interested, the 
Oak Grove Distilling Company, the Mil- 
ton Liquor Company and the Reidsville 
Liquor Company all being alleged to be 
one and the same; also for removing, 
concealing and falsely stamping packages 
and collusion with revenue officers with 
intent to commit fraud. There is a host 
of witnesses, including officials from 
othere states, as it is said that these 
frauds were perpetrated in four or five 
states besides North Carolina. It is 
claimed that the North Carolina end of 
the business defrauded the government 
out of at least $100,000, and there will 
be investigations of the allegations that 
some rather high revenue officialg are 
concerned in the matter. The defendant 
endeavored to secure a continuance of 
the cases, Sprinkle was in trouble two 
years ago, with the government, and it 
cost him a large sum of money to get 
out. He and Angle are among the larg- 
est and best known distillers in the state, 

Sensational developments are expected 
as it is alleged that the frauds in revenue 
siamps could not have been perpetrated 


“without the tacit connivance of officers 


higher up than gaugers and storekeepers.

fair fight. It was your act, in thrusting 
Cleveland's letter into The Congressional 
Record, my boy, which made it necessary 
that a few lines from me should go there 
also, for the resason that The Congres- 
sional Record reaches all parts of the 
union and is read in places where a 
southern newSpaper is never geen.

Royal personages have before now been 
known to engage in such menial occupa- 
tions as baking loaves and toiling in a 
shipyard; but it has been reserved for 
our own time for the brother of a king, 
who Might have been a reigning prince 
himgelf, td shovel coals in the stifling 
hold of a ship, “just to see what it was 
like,”” says The London Tit Bits. 

When the duke of Connaught was re- 
turning in the battle ship Renown from 
his recent Indian tour he expressed a 
wish to see the conditions under which 
navel stoOkers work; and, although the 
quarter deck officers tried to dissuade 
him, his royal highness, provided with 
& proper kit, made his way down to the 
boiler room. But it was not sufficient for 
him to look on while the panting and 
pDerspiring stokers labored in the inferno 
that liés deep below the deck of a man 
of war; and, calling for a shovel, he be- 
gan to ply it with astonishing vigor. ° 

At the end of half an hour, however, 
he had had enough of ‘it, and when he 
emerged on deck again, with rivulets of 
perspiration streaming down a_ grimy 
face, he vowed he had never done so 
much hard work in any previous twenty- 
four hours 

But the stoking record among men of 
title must go to Viscount Cole, eldest 
Son and heir of the earl of Enniskillen. 
Wihen Lord Cole (whose title on that oc- 
casion wag peculiarly appropriate) was 
returning from America a few months 
ago he put in a whole day’s work as a 
stoker, a member of one of the gangs. 
“One must do something to keep oneself 
fit,”’ he saij, ‘‘and shoveling coals is a 
particularly fine form of exercise.’’ 

King Edward himself has often been 
in warmer quarters even than the boiler 
room of &@ warship. As a yOung man, as 
many remember, he was one of the most 
enthusiastic of amateur firemen; and, 
with the duke of Sutherland and other 
companions, rarely missed a fire of any 
Importance in London.

He spends 
many hun@re@s of hours in the gardens 
of ™s Jace of Laeken, and has often 
Geen geen (undliig & wheelbarrow in his 
shirt sle@Ves, or digging with a vigor 
and industry tfhich few of his garderers 
can equal. 

The Belgian king has, however, no 
mean rival in the shah of Persia, who 
is Just as enthusiastic a lover of a garden 
and is said to‘be never happier than when 
plying spade or shears in the rustiest of 
suits and the ghabhiest of slippers. 

There are probably few royalties who 
have not at one time or another worked 
with their hands as hard as any day 
laborer, from the king of Portugal, who 
not long ago used to devote three hours 
every day to manual labor in the hope 
of reducing his too. 190, @lid desh, to 
Prince Alexander of Teck, the brother of 
our future queen, who might have been 
seen any day, a few weeks ago, grooming 
horses, wheeling barrows and doing every 
kind of stable work as heartily and cheer- 
fully as any of hig own troopers at 
Hampton court. 

Of peers who love hard work the name 
is legion, although, perhaps, none of them 
all can claim such a record as the earl 
of Ranfurly, who for many years was 
one of the hardest workers at the irr'i- 
gation colony at Mildura, in Australia. 
From sunrise to sunset the earl, who 
ts now s0 ably governing New Zealand, 
was at work on his fruit farm plowing, 
planting and pruning More industriously 
than any of his hired laborers. 

The duke of Sutherland is an accom- 
plished engineer, like Lord Downshire, 
and can stoke or drive an engine as we!l 
as any tnan in. England. In fact, very 
many of his happiest hours have been 
epent in workman's attire on the foot- 
Plate of an engine bowling along at 60 
miles an ‘hour. 
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would have better manners than to 
run for congress or the senate, or for 
the governorship, or anything of that 
kind.

The max- 
imum damage appears to have been in 
the Mount Olive and Goldsboro section, 
on tthe Wilmington and Weldon rauroad; 
Newbern and Kinston, on the Atlantic 
and North Carolina; Greenville, Washing- 
ton, Conetoe and Tarboro, on the Atlantic 
Coast Line, and Elizabeth City and Hert- 
ford, on the Nortolk and Southern. At 
Southern Pines, N, C., some damage tv 
peaches, plums and dewberries is report- 
ed, while in western North Carolint frost 
filled many of the peaches and applies, 
but growers claim a shortage of not move 
than 25 per cent. Virginia strawberries 
are estimated to be damaged 33 I|-3 per 
cent in some places, while beans and 
potaitoes were cut even with the ground 
and peaches and apples were cut short 
30 per cent. 

In South Carolina the damage tv 
peaches and plums is estimated at not 
exceeding 10 to !6 per cent, while about 
the game average in Georgia, Alabama 
and Mississippi. 


MARRIAGE IN JAPAN. 


Matrimonial Failures—Only 
the Men Seek Divorces. 


(From The New York Sun.) 

A recent issue of Japanese Statistical 
pamphlet in Japanese and French re- 
veals some curious facts Of a gocial 
character. 

According to this report there were 
in Japan in the year 1889, 297,428 mar- 
riages. The age of marriage seems to be 
earer @hat commonly prevailing im 
burope and America than most persons 
suppose. 

Of mez, only five married under the 
age of 13, and only 108 under the age 
of 16 ani 18. The number of marriages 
gncrease, rapidly up tto the age of 24, 
when it was rathcr more than 26,000. 
After that age fewer and fewer men 
married and less than a thousand mar- 
ried between the ages of 48 and 49, 
though a few men married in extreme old 
aze. 

In the case of girls there were only 
68 marriagés under the age of 14, and 
the age at which the greatest number 
of marriages was reported was between 
20 and 2!. Only about 900 women were 
reported as marrying between the ages 
of 40 and 41, but perhaps Japanese arse 
prone, like their western sisters, to cease 
having birthdays after they pass, 30. 
There were a few marriages of very old 
women, up to and beyond the age of 
0 


Many 


The civic state of the woman marry- 
ing is significant. More than 247,000 
of the whole number are reported as 
maidens, and nearly 8,600 as widows, 
while nearly 33,500 were divorced women. 

Astonishing are the divorce statistics of 
Japan. In-this report it is shown that 
with fewer than 300,000 marriages re- 
ported in the year, there were more than 
66,000 divorces. The proportion of di- 
vorces to marriages was about one to 
four. 

The fact is that the Japanese civill- 
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zation is most conspicuously weak 
the matter of the status of women. 
vorce is easy. 

In fact the seven causes laid down 
by Confucious are allowed. One of these 
permits a man to divorce his wife for 
talking too much. 

Among the lower class divorce is ex- 
tremely frequent. It is less so among 
the upper classes, mainly because con- 
cubinage is common. The divorced wife 
patiently endures her lot, and leaves ‘the 
house of her lord with a blessing upon 
her lips. 

It ig a rare thing for a woman in Japan 
to seek divorce, though husbands give 
sufficient cause. The fact that the care 
of the children would fal] upon the wife 
should she obtain a divorce fs a sufficient 
deterrent (0 the moiners who are poor, 
and the condition of extreme subjection 
suffered by nearly all Japanese women 
probably deters wealthy wives from seck- 
ing divorce 


HUNTING WHITE-TAIL DEER. 


Requires All the tunter’s Skill, Pa- 
tience and‘ Carefulness. 


(From The Los Angeles Times.) 

Haunting the depths of the woodlands in 
the vicinity of!the springs in the higher 
mountains, there'are many of the famous 
family of Virginia deer, the white tail— 
the most hunted, the most p#ntiful and 
yet seldom brought into tamp, Lucky 
the sportsman who has been able to bring 
down three of these fine deer in all his 
hunting experience. 

Go into the nearby mountains and in the 
canon bottoms, and you will see countless 
tracks of his majesty the Virginia deer, 
the ‘“‘white tall’ of eastern states, and 
called just deer in southern California. 
But to see these tracks does Mat by any 
means assure the hunter a shot at one 
of these magnificent animals. for not 
only is the white tail the largest of the 
true deer of North America, but he also 
has a reputation as the best hider of all 
game animals, By nature fond of thick 
cover, he usually spends most of the 
time in the depths of some wel] wooded 
canon—a brushy river bottom full of 
briers and undergrowth is an idea] spot 
to look for him, and an ideal spot to 
miss a running shot as well. And that is 
about all the chance you will get at the 
white tail, too, unless you ean stalk him 
—an almost impossible feat. by the way. 
One of these deer wil] le securely hidden 
until the hunter, watching the middle 
distance instead of his feet, almost falls 
over him. Then he wil) get up with a 

who-uf’’ and a tearing of underbrush 
and by the time you get your gun to 
your face the deer will be somewhere over 
in the next county. 

They do not range high on the moun- 
tain, and most hunters will tell you that 
the best deer huntine is after the first 
heavy snow in the fall, when fhe deer 
come down Into the hieher foothills to 
eet the new grasses brought out by the 
rains that usually accompany these early 
Snows, 

With the black tail, the least common 
deer of this section, everything is dif- 
ferent. Look for him in the Open mead- 
ows of the mountains, where the pines 
wall in little valleys all clothed in tal} 
grasses, Thera the smaller and darker 
deer moves on velvet hoofs noiseessly 
and, seeing you, vanishes silently or with 
a low snort, seeking rather to escape bv 
Stealth than by speed. On the level and 
in the open the black tail] is a swift 
enough runner to try the alm of any 
rifleman, but in the piney woods he can 
be almost as silent as a mountain lion. 
The best way to hunt this deer {s to 
take him at his own game and stalk him. 
Armed with a light rifle. for stalking a 
black tail is an all day job of hard walk- 
ing, the hunter slips from tree te tree 
through the deer country, watching every 
clump of brush, seeing every leaf that 
moves, prepared at all Tienes to swing the 
dria on a matewy, half-seen form slip-

A NEW HOUSE TRIUMVIRATE. 


Hemenway and Tawney Seem To Be 
the Speaker’s Chief Lieutenants. 


(From The Washington Post.) 

Is there a new triumvirate in the house 
of representatives? If so, it is not of- 
ficial, but it is a factor in legislation. 
During the fifty-sixta and fifty-seventh 
congresses the triumvirate was David B. 
Henderson, John Dalzell and Charles H. 
Grosvenor. These three constituted the 
republican membership of the committee 
On rules, and they were all-powerful in 
shaping legislation of the house. Under 
Speaker Cannon, DalZzel] and Grosvenor 
continue as members of the committee 
an rules, but it is to be doubted whether 
they are as closely identified with Cannon 
as they were with Henderson. In fact, 
there has been an actual instance when 
they did not agree with the speaker, but 
were @efeated. Under the leadership of 
James A. Tawney and James A. Hemen- 
way, the St. Louls fair loan was put 
through the house, while Grosvenor, Dal- 
zell, Payne and Hepburn fought it with 
all their strength. There are other things 
that have occurred which indicate that 
the new triumvirate {s Cannon. Hemen- 
way and Tawney. These men are all 
close friends. Taney meet quite frequently 
and discuss legislation. Hemenway, as 
chairman of the committee on appropria- 
tions, is a power in the house. Tawney, 
always liked by Cannon, was first in the 
fleld for “Uncle Joe” for speaker when 
it was known that Henderson was out of 
the running-: 

The power of the committee on rules 
is seldom evoked now, because hy com- 
mon consent the house does not force 
the committee to act as frequently as in 
times past. It 1s generally recognized that 
the majority of tne house will do what it 
desires, and little fa to he gained by com. 
pelling that majority to brine in a dras- 
tic rule and force a bill through. Regter 
terms can generally be obtained hy AeTree- 
ment for a time to vote, allowing liberal 
dehata, 

hiv once or twice this congress has a 
rule heen necessary to pass legislation, 
and fenerallv that was hecause the ma- 
joritv wanted to avoid voting on amendé- 
ments. As legislation by the @€rastic 
rules becomes less frequent leadership in 
the house is more general.

Concord, N. H., April 27.—Aside from 
the unexpected introduction of person- 
alities in debate by one or two delegates, 
the democratic convertion held here to- 
day to choose four delegates at large to 
the national convention, passed without 
interruption.

Not Confirmed Last Night. 

The nomination of William D. Crum to 
be collector of the port of Charleston, 
S. C., was considered today in an exec- 
utive session of the senate lasting from 
4:35 p. m. to 9:15. A failure to cones 
firm the appointment resulted. 

At the conclusion of arguments by Sen- 
ators Gallinger, Spooner, Hale and Ald- 
rich for confirmation, and Nenators Dan- 
iel, Latimer, Gorman and Clay against 
confirmation, Senator Cockrell suggested 
the senate proceed to legislative business, 
and the suggestion Was adopted. 

Senators Spooner and Daniels, on op- 
posite sides of the question, made the 
principa! speeches. The former defended 
the republican policy in relation to free 
and equal citizenship without regard to 
racial prejudices, and the latter declared 
that the policy of elevating negroes to 
high positions was contrary to the estab- 
iished law of centuries that the Anglo- 
Saxon race is the chosen people to govern 
the world. 

After the doors were closed, Senator 
Gallinger, who had charge of the nomina- 
tion, called attent==n to the severa] times 
the nomination had been sent to the sen- 
ate and the fong period it had been pre- 
vented from coming to a vote. Senators 
Latimer and Gorman discussed the ques- 
tion of senatorial courtesy, saying that 
Senator Tillman, who is opposed to the 
nomination, is now ill at his home in 
South Carolina, and unable to be pres- 
ent. 

Senator Spooner then contended that the 
republican party shou'd not be asked to 
surrender its convictions as to the rights 
of man; that the negro is held to be a 
citizen, and as such is entitled to partici- 
pate in the government. He said the ne- 
gro had been a good citizen, had not been 
lacking in soldiery or in any form of 
defense of the country, and that it is 
asking too much of the republican party 
to put it into the position of abandoning 
the policy of civil liberty, which he said 
was the chief significance and founda- 
tion of the party. 

In reply Senator Daniel declared that 
the appointment of negroes to high po- 
litical offices, such as that to which Crum 
had been named, sets the race dream- 
ing of the rights of the position of the 
negroes in society, and inflicts more harm 
than good on both races. He said such 
appointments tend to make the negro 
arrogant and offensive in bearing, inflame 
the race prejudices in the south and at 
the places wheer negroes reside in great 
number. 

At this point Senator Cockrell said that 
it was apparent the question is a difficult 
one, but he doubted not that the good 
providence eventually would point the 
way to a solution: consistent with the 
desires of the whsetes and the interest of 
the blacks. That time, he said, had not 
arrived, however, and he proposed, and 
the senate decided, to resume legisla- 
tive seSsion and to take up the pension 
calendar. 

Senator Cullom called up the treaty for 
the arbitration of pecuniary claims be- 
tween the United States and South Amer- 
ican republics, but after a brief 4dis- 
cussion action was postponed until to- 
morrow. 

The Crum nomination dies with the 
adjournment of the present session, but

Measure for Government of 
Canal Zone Will Be 
Passed Today. 


Washington, April 27.—The conferees 
on the bill for the government of the 
Panama canal zone reached an agreement 
late tonight. 

This agreement incorporates the pro- 
visions of the house Dill with slight ver- 
bal amendments, making the president’s 
authority more specific and the first sec- 
tion of the senate bill which provides 
for taking possession of the canal strip 
and the payment of $10,000,000 there- 
for to the government of Panama, 

The report will be presented to each 
house tomorrow and its adoption will 
remove every obstacle to the adjournment 
of congress. 

The grst section of the senate bill, which 
is adopted, authorizes the president upon 
acquisition of the canal property and the 
payment of $10,000,000 to the republic 
of Panama, to take possession of and 
oceupy on behalf of the United States, 
a zone of land extending to the distance 
of 5 miles on each side of the center line 
of the canal route. The section provides 
for the reappropriation of the amount 
the author, is dangerously iI). 

Colombia for the canal concession, and 
was regarded as necessary to authorize 
payment to Panama, 

The house provision reenacts until the 
expiration of the fifty-eighth congress, the 
resolution adopted in 1903 for the govern- 
ment for the Loulsiana purchase, making 
it applicable to the ranal zone 

The provision gives the president com- 
plete jurisdiction over the canal zone.

BOTH OF THEM 
MARRIED AGAIN 


Strange Story in Which Cou- 
ple Thought Each Other 
Dead. 


Jackson, Miss., April 27.—(Special).— 
That truth is often stranger than fictiloa 
is strikinly illustrated by a story which 
reaches here from Chickasaw county 
through Captain H. B. Lacey, assistant 
secretary of the prison board of control, 
who has just returned from a visit to 
his old home in that county. 

At the outbreak of the civil war J. T. 
West, a prominent young man of Spar- 
tanburg, 8. C., enlisted in one of the regi- 
ments of that state, and went to the 
front, leaving behind him a young wife 
and little boy, the latter about four 
years of age. At the battle of Gettys- 
burg West fell in one of the terrifte 
charges, and was left for dead on the 
battlefield. His comrades before retreat- 
ding, had examined his body, and to all 
appearances life was extinct. They ac- 
cordingly left him where he had fallen, 
and at the close of the war, upon re- 
turning home, reported to Mrs, West 
that her husband had been slain at Get- 
tysburg. 

Mrs. West, having no living relatives 
at Spartanburg, decided to go to her 
only brother, who was living in Califor- 
nia, and started out upon the long journ-' 
ey, accompanied by her little son. About 
eight months after her departure Weert 
turned upvuat his old ‘thhome, weak, war- 
worn and emaciated from a long seige 
of illness in one of the federal prisons. 
He had been picked up on the field at 
Gettysburg on the day after the battle, 
and the surgeon found that his body still 
contained a feeble spark of life. For 
many weary months he remained in the 
prison hospital, ang was not able to 
travel until) about eight months after 
the war had closed. 

West, finding from neighbors that his 
wife and child had gone to California, 
immediately wrote to his brother in law 
in that state, informing them that he had 
not been killed, and telling his wife to 
come home at once. Much to his sur- 
prise, he receiva@ a reply, stating that 
Mra. West and her child had not reached 
there, nor had he theard that she was 
coming. 

Mrs. West, it seems, had relatives living 
in Chickasaw county, this state, and de- 
cided aftgr start!ng on her journey, to 
visit them a while before gonig to Call- 
fornia. Although he kept up continual 
inquiries for many years, West never 
thought of writing to the Mississpp! 
relatives concerning his wife, and finally 
gave up the search, belfeving her and 
the child to be dead. 

In the meantime, Mrs. West, firmly be- 
lieving that her husband was dead, again 
married, her second husband being a 
well-to-do planter of Chickasaw county, 
named Hollins. She died about two years 
ago. leaving the son by her first marriage 
to survive her, who had grown to man- 
hood. 

A few weeks ago this son, Alex West, 
wrote to the civil authorities at Spartan- 
burg, 8S. C., for some information con- 
cerning his grandfather’s estate, which 
had been mentioned to him by his mother 
during her last illness. The grandfather 
had died many years ago, but the Spar- 
tanburg authorisies, knowing that J. T. 
West, who was believed for so long to be 
dead, was HMving in the neighborhood, 
turned the letter over to him, and thus 
the father and son were placed in com- 
munication. J. TI. Wegt, firmly believing 
his wife to be dead, married again about 
fifteen years ago, and his second wife 
is still living. Alex West left Okalona a 
day or two since for Spartanburg to see 
his long lost father.

Guinea. 


Svdney, New South Wales, April 27.— 
While Acting Administrator Robinson, at 
Goorabri, New Guinea, on March 3, was 
endeavoring to induce the chiefs to sur- 
render the murderers of the noted ex- 
plorer, the Rev. James Chalmers and 
his companians, three hundred canoes at- 
tacked the government steamer Merrtfe 
England. 

The canoes were repulsed and the na- 
tives lost heavily, but there were many 
casualties among the whites.

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The letter of Mr. Hugh T. Inman, 
of Atlanta, recently printed in these 
columns, in which he presented, with 
businesslike terseness, his views of 
the cctton situation in the south, 
grows more important as the cotton 
seagon approaches. The opinions of 
Mr. Inman are those of an expert who 
has made it his. business for many 
years to pay particular ‘attention to 
the various developments in the pro- 
duction of cotton, and the fluctua- 
tions in prices. 3 

We have already commented on 
Mr. Inman’s letter, but its timeliness 
has been so completely demonstrated 
by the course of events and the vari- 
ous additions that have been made 
to what may be called the public in- 
formation on the subject that we feel 
bound to refer to it again. There are, 
of course, those who believe, and will 
continmwe to believe, that the south 
will never have a rival in the produc- 
tion of cotton, no matter what course 
the planters pursive, and no matter 
how high the price of the staple may 
go. In proof of that belief, they will 
point to the fact that the world made 
a strenuous effort to weaken the su- 
premacy of southern cotton during 
the four years of the war, when all 
the cotton the world could procure 
from this regidn was that which 
managed to leak through the block- 
ade of our ports. 

All this is true, but in this day and 
time it merely ‘demonstrates the fact 
that the supremacy in the matter of 
cotton production which the south 
now enjoys is altogether too impor- 
tant to be lightly risked. For it has 
been a long time since the world suf- 
fered from the cotton famine pro- 
duced by the war, and the movement 
looking to relief was greatly ham- 
pered by the knowledge that the war 
would not last many years, and that 
when it was brought to an end, the 
south would renew its supremacy so 
far as the production of cotton was 
concerned. 

Moreover, the progress that the 
whole world has made since the six- 
ties is not to be measured by the 
years that have passed; and this 
progress relates to everything ma- 
terial and commercial. No other 
period in the history of the world has 
been as prolific in improvements, in 
inventions, and in the various meth- 
ods of simplifying and pushing the 
interests of international trade and 
business. New lands in all parts of 
the world have been opened up to 
commerce and agriculture, and in the 
midst of it all, the world has not lost 
sight of the fact that the southern 
states of North America have been 
enjoying, for a hundred years a mo- 
nopoly of cotton production. They 
have been experimenting and feeling 
their way toward relieving them- 
selves in a measure of this monopoly, 
and the present shortage of supplies 
is simply a spur to their constant ef- 
forts. 

The high pricas which have re- 
cently prevailed, partly as the result 
of a comparatively short crop, partly 
as the result of an increase in the 
number of spindles in the south, and 
partly as the result of speculation, 
have given. rise to ponditions that 
should give the south cause for seri- 
ous thought. It may be.«stated as a 
fact about which there is ng dispute 
that speculation invariably hurts 
some commanding interest—some in- 
terest, we mean, that is essential to 
prosperity—and no one has a better 
reason for knowing this to be true 
than the southern planter, who has 
for years been at the mercy of the 
interests of those who are benefited 
by low prices. He has been victim- 
ized by false reports, false estimates, 
and the activity of the large class of 
speculators who find their profits in 
the system by which prices are 
beaten down. 

The tide has changed somewhat, 
but this fact has not been due to 
speculators save in a very small de- 
gree, and to just that degree the change 
has been hurtful when we come to 
consider the manifold interests in- 
volved, as we are bound to do in tak- 
ing a large view of the situation. All 
the readers of The Constitution can 
remember the time when a crop of 
ten or eleven millions was regarded 
as a bumper crop, so much so that 
it had the effect of lowering prices 
below the point of profit; whereas, 
today, a caop of 11,000,000 bales is 
barely sufficient to supply the world’s 
demand for the southern staple, 

The explanation of this fact is that 
the south now consumes nearly five 
million bales, as compared with less 
than half that amount ten years ago. 
The crop that is now ®alled short 
would have figured as something 
more than an' average crop a decade 
ngo, and the prices it would have 
brought would have left the planter 
without any profits. It is well to 
note that the world was prepared for 
no such prices as the crop of 1903-04 
has brought and is bringing. The 
spinners have paid the price under 
protest, and they have tried to meet 
the new conditiong by means of short- 
er hours and lower wages. This is 
true not only of the British and Euro- 
pean mills but of the mills of New 
England. If their purchases of cot- 
ton had been equal to the capacity of 
their spindles, prices of the raw ma- 
terial would now be in the neighbor- 
hood of 20 cents. 

There is another factor that has not 
been given due consideration; and 
that is the position of consumers— 
those who buy the manufactured 
goods. It seems to be a fact that this 
element is not responding to the 


necessity which'the mills are under. 


to sell, and this fact element is not 
responding very heartily to-the in- 
creased price of manufactured goods. 
This is necessarily embarrassing to 
those who lave the distribution of the 


goods in charge, and likewise to the | 


merchants who retail time. 

The Constitution, therefore, thinks 
it is very timely to repeat the advice 
it has already given to the planters 
of the south not to reduce the cotton 
acreage to any great extent. It is our 
opinion that with the labor condi- 
tions what they are, it would be well 
for growers to pitch their crops for 
as much cotton as-they can gather 
with such resources as they have at 
their command. ‘While on this sub- 
ject we would call their attention to a 
document addressed to the British 
Cotton Growing Association by their 
vice chairman, which Senator Morgan, 
of Alabama, has caused to be printed 
as a senate document in order fo fa- 
cilitate iis distribution to the cotton 
growers of the south. This address 
will be found in another column on 
this page. 
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The South and Memorial Day. 

The dispatches in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution from all over the south bore 
striking evidence of the undying af- 
fection in which the present genera- 
tion of southerners hold the surviving 
heroes of the lost cause and of their 
tender loyalty to the stirring mem- 
ories of those four terrible years 
epochal with southern destiny. 

The gauth has changed with the 
times—the strenuous progress of the 
age has electrified and metamorphosed 
her remotest regions—but when, each 
April, Memorial day comes with its 
hallowed sssociations and compelling 
appeal to patriotic sentiments, the 
southron son of the age forgets the 
absorbing materialism of the present— 
forgets the latter day victories of life’s 
grim war—the hard conquests of 
peace—and returns in spirit to the days 
of old, the days of blood and fire, 
when the brave men and braver wom- 
en of the southland had no earthly 
treasure, no tie of flesh or heart, too 
precious to offer on the altar of coun- 
try. 

There is no danger of the years cast- 
ing a shadow on the lustrous honor 
of those heroic other days—no matter 
what the text of history may say in 
prejudice, no matter what sectional 
malice may say—so long as the south’s 
men of action, born since the fratrici- 
dal revolution, and the south’s school 
children, keep warm in their hearts 
the traditions of the sixities and rev- 
erence the faith of the revolutionary 
fathers. In the puissant, busy hands 
of the “new south,” the patriotic deca- 
logue of the “old south” is safe. 

And let this truth stand to the credit 
of southern character. The men of 
the south were never timeservers—so 
long as southern blood breeds true 
there will be no time-serving south. 

It is this loyalty to old ideals—this 
veneration for the first landmarks of 
the revolution-born repubdlic—that 
makes the south today the last refuge 
and Gibraltar of constitutionalism in 
the United States. 

A cause that is lost may hold as a 
shrine principles which are eternal. 

The arbitrament of the sword never 
stifled the cry of human liberty, nor 
can it suppress the truth of history. 

The men of the sixties were Titan 
actors on the stage of Mars, contend- 
ing for the letter and spirit of the 
constitution for the preservation of 
local self-government in opposition to 
federal centralization. Raise what 
dust clouds you will of slavery and 
faction to blind the eyes of posterity, 
the issue was that, primarily and ab- 
sorbingly that. 

And this the “new south” knows— 
will ever know. What matter if our 
war-battered, time-worn veterans of the 
gray lost, as wars are physically lost? 
To us, their sons and daughters, their 
grandsons and granddaughters, they 
are the dearer for this—the more he- 
roic for this. 'We may not see things 
altogether as they saw them in the 
time of their martial passion—we may 
be able, dispassionately and impartial- 
ly, to separate the politics of the war 
from the great underlying principles 
of the war—but on the score of ex- 
alted patriotism and eternal right, we 
know for what they fought: we know 
what spirit mnerved their arms to 
strike; we know how signally they 
exemplified all that is worth a nation 
cherishing, all that deserves a peo- 
ple’s patriotic gratitude and hero-wor- 
ship. 

Honor the veterans of the old pbri- 
gades? The south will be lost to hon- 
or when she allows a fleck of the dust 
of ages to dim the proud escutcheon 
of their fame.

Nor do [ 
suppose that even today it is fully real- 
ized by those who are engaged in the 
many subsidiary industt¥es connected 
With the cOtton trade that they as well 
are dependent on King Cotton stil] less 
by others who will only feel the full 
effects of the disaster. 

“What is the outlook for the future? 
That the present supply is insufficient 
we all must now admit, and where are we 
to look for an increase of supply? I am 
afraid not to the United States. The 
population of that great country is to- 
day about 80,000,000, and i!s increasing 
rapidly, and their cwn requirements of 
cotton goods, and consequently of cotton, 
are increasing in proportion. ‘aicsough 
in North America there is land enough 
to produce far more cotton than is 
grown today, there is not sufficient la- 
bor to effectively cultivate the 28,000.,- 
000 acres now supposed to be under cot- 
tOn. Five Years ago 23,000,000 acres 
provided 11,250,000 bales of cotton; to- 
day it is doubtful whether we shall have 
10,500,000 bales from a largely increased 
acreage. I have been informed that 
many of the laborers have drifted to 
the towns, and however good the weath- 
er may be on many farms cotton has to 
remain on the trees until it {s spotied 
by the weather for want of labor to gath- 
er it. 

“The consumption of eotton in the 
United States ten years ago was about 
2,500,000 bales. In the following five 
years it increased to 3,000,000 bales, but 
in the last five years it has increased ts 
4,000,000 bales. The cOnsumption in the 
north has been practically stationary. 
and the whole of the increase has been 
in the southern states. I do not thinir 
this increase will continue quite #o rap- 
idly in the next few years, partly be- 
cause much of the surplus cheap labor 
has been absorbed and partly because 
the present high price of cotton can 
not fail seriously to check consumption; 
but I think that we can make up our 
minds that the United States will use 
more and more of their own cotton 
every vear, with the natural consequence 
that if other supplies are not forthcom- 
ing Europe and the rest of the world 
will have to go short. 

“The problem today before the world is 
where those supplies are to come from, 
and the solution of this problem is ths 
raison d'etre of the British Cotton Grow- 
ing Association; and it can be salu, with- 
out fear of contradiction, that the move. 
ment now started is one of the most 
important in the world’s history. Simi- 
lar associations are at work in Ger- 
many, France and Italy, while Rugsia 
also endeavoring to supplement he! 
supplies by cotton cultivation in her 
Asiatic possessions. The British move- 
ment, however, is much more important, 
for the field to be covered is so much 
larger. Let us fully realize that on the 
success or failure of this movement the 
future of our great cotton trade de- 
pends.’”’

Ralioad Commission To Go t 


Bottom of Question 


Has Power To Reduce Rates in Geor- 
gia, but Where Interstate Rates 
Are Involved, Matter Must 
Be Taken Up with In- 
terstate Commission. 


The railroad commission will not meet 
on Monday, as was expected, to continue 
the hearing of the rate question taken 
up Saturday, but when the meeting 
is Reld, which will be within a few days, 
the investigation will be a thorough and 
detailed one. almost every phase of 
Georgia railroad freight rates being in- 
volved. . : 

It was found yesterday that it would 
be impossible for W. A. Wimbish, coun- 
sel for the Atlanta freight bureau, to 
be present on Monday, because of previ- 
ous engagements in court, and a post- 
ponement has been arranged for to a 
time which will be agreeable to all con- 
cerned. The new date has not yet been 
fixed upon, as Secretary Montgomery, of 
the commission, will have to consult all 
parties at interest before this can be 
done, 

At the meeting last Saturday, however, 
Chairman 3. Pope Brown announced that 
the bridle was off and that the investiga- 
tion might take any scope that those in- 
terested saw fit. That the commission 
looked for an extended hearing was ap- 
parent from the fact that three days 
were set apart for the continuation of it 
next week, and probably as much or 
more time will be allowed when the new 
date is fixed. 

It is believed that in a great measure 
the Aliscriminations under which the 
manufacturers and merchants of At- 
lanta and other Georgia towns now la- 
bor, can be remedied by a general re- 
Auction of the freight, tariffs in Georgia. 
Over this the railroad commission has 
exclusive @upervision. It can reduce or 
increase the rates which the railroads 
are allowed to charge as it may see fit 
considering the circumstances of any 
particular case, and the question now 
involved is whether the commission 
shall make a general reduction of inter- 
state rates. Of course the railroads are 
going to fight any such proposition as 
this ag was apparent from the large ar- 
ray of railroad talent, including traffic 
mén representing every road of impor- 
tance in the state, at Saturday’s session 
of the commission. 

Tf a general reduction of interstate 
rates should not accomplish the desired 
en@ and tremove ‘the disc ations 
which are considered so prejudicial to 
Atlanta industries, the railroad commis- 
sion can bring such discriminations as 
ate involved in interstate rates to the 
attention of the fnterstate commerce 
-ommission. There are many cases of 
interstate rates which put Atlanta and 
other Georgia towns at a great disad- 
vantage over Tennessee and Virginia 
cities, but over these, of course, the com- 
mission has no jurisdiction. It can only 
take up such matters as this with the 
interstate commerce commission and 
make a fight before it in the interest of 
the state.

SOUTHERN BOARD 
DOING C00 WORK 


Robert C, Ogden Addresses the 
Educational Conference 


Conditions of Education in the South 
Have Furnished a Field for In- 
teresting Study—Conference 
a Concrete Response to 
an Existing Need. 


. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 27.—(Special).— 
The address of Robert C. Ogden at the 
opening of the seventh conference for 
education in the south, in which he dis 
cussed the history, plans and purposes of 
the organization, waa listened to with. 
close attention and created a profound 
impression upon his héarers. He re- 
viewed the past few meetings of the or- 
ganization and@ referred particularly to 
the platform of principles promulgated at 
the first meeting of the conference in 
July, 1898, and at the annual meetings 
since, proclaiming it the duty of .the 
whole country to foster education in 
every part of it. He called attention to 
the work of the Southern education 
board, which is a member of the confer- 
ence for education. He said: 

“And now the aim of the inorganic 
organization is reaching the third stage 
of evolution in the kindred or associated 
state organizations. Virginia has just 
created an educational commission, a sim- 
ilar movement is being taken in Alabama, 
and the process will naturally go on from 
state to state. A community of interest 
will prevail, The form of it doth not yet 
apear The conference lives happily with 
its children, the boards, and such will 
continue the relation with its grandchilda- 
ren, the local committees, born of the 
boards. 

“Quite appropriate is it to notice that 
this conference is very strong because of 
its very slight constitutional basis, and 
extremely simple official life. Truly of [ft 
may be said, “‘the letter killeth but the 
spirit maketh alive.’ With no creed but 
that of social service, with no condition of 
fellowship save that ‘whosoever will be 
chief among you, let him be your ser- 
Vent,’ with no small detail to distract 
from devotion to an object so evidently 
grand as to require no argnment to any 
noble mind; its simplicity is wisdom, its 
weakness, strength. While I make ex- 
planatory statements as to the rationale 
of the conference I make no argument 
for its right to exist. Such argument 
would but feed wilfully blind prejudice 
and thus would defeat itself. 

‘The question is frequently asked, ‘Why 
should there be a conference for educa- 
tion in the south?’ It is assumed that the 
absence of sectional educational organi- 
zations in the east, north of west implies 
that this one in the south is superfious. 
It is an open question, not germane to 
our present purpose, whether the country 
would not be helped by other cunferences 
Similar in character to this. Detailed 
discussion, past and te come, based upon 
ascertained and proven facts, Indicates 
a very special and unique demand for 
this conference. 

“Credit for the original suggestion that 
created the conference belongs to a New 
England clergyman, the inspiration came 
from the Lake Mohonk Indian conference. 
The quick approval, cordial response and 
personal cooperation from many southern 
Statesmen, clergymen and educators is 
spontaneous evidence that the demand 
had a basis in fact. 

“The conditions of education in the 
south have furnished a field for interest- 
ing study to many educators. The dis- 
cussions of this conference and the ad- 
ministration of-the two .boards have 
evolved a spirit of investigation. Great 
service has been rendered not only by the 
secretaries and some members of the 
boards, but also by presidents and pro- 
fessors In the universities, by governors 
and educational executives in varlous 
states. The great original sources of 
information are the United States census 
and the reports of the United States bu- 
reau of education. But the knowledge 
derived from these great storehouses of 
statistics is made luminous, popular and 
instructive, through the painstaking work 
of the aforesaid trained observers whose 
artistic faculties of analysis and combjna- 
tion transmute -dry facts into living pie- 
tures, artists whose arithmetical pigments 
are wrought into compositions that toucna 
the heart strings of all who love the 
land we live in and the children who are 
the makers of future America. 

The results of such study demonstartes 
again that this conference for education 
is a concrete response to an existing need 
of the south. But*more than this—gfu- 
milarity with the facts cannot fail to 
prove the right of the conference to an 
ever growing abundant life.’ 


Duty of Citizens. 

Associations for the promotion of local 
public interest in education or in some 
special study are not rare. Great pro- 
fessional organizations exist, notably the 
National Educational Association with 
its splendid executive equipment and 
truly national oharacter. But it has re- 
mained for this conference to command 
the direct interest of eleven stateg and 
sympathetic representation from as many 
more in @ movement to influence the 
people and especially the rural people, in 
the development of a larger interest in 
intelligent demand for improved popular 
education. This fact is s0 significant 
and important as to require especia] at- 
tention and wide publication. 

The ordinary citizen has a duty to per- 
form in respect of public intelligence. 
Democracy is a social organization. Po- 
litical liberty demands a solemn surren- 
der to social] service. No man rightly un- 
derstands the truth of democracy until 
he recoginzeg its demand for the greatest 
nobility of self sacrifice. True democ- 
racy is Christlike; its essence is that of 
charity and love, it suffereth long and is 
kind; envieth not; vaunteth not itself; 
seeketh not its own, is not easily pro- 
voked. It has been said, by whom 1 know 
not, that the greatest American failure 
is found in the lack of civic self sacri- 
fice; that the greatest American success 
is the development of certain individ- 
uals of the Righest type and the great- 
est American hope is that the body poli- 
tic may rise even by the slow process of 
social evolution toward the ideals pre- 
sented by these prominent individuals. 

The question often’ rises unbidden, 
“Why should I pay taxes for the edu- 
cation of other people’s children?’ The 
question suppressed begets degradation 
of spiritual life even though it hold the 
mirror of truth to personal méanness. 
The question uttered is less ignoble, for 
only error born of ignorance would in- 
spire expression to the thought. Per-

Manual] training, domestic science, the 
Tine and industria] arts in primary and 
Secondary education; economic, scientific 
and technical training for business in 
the higher institutions all emphasize the 
fact that the world’s work demands tech- 
nically instructed workers. 

Evolution of Democracy. 

The aristocracy of education has pass- 
ed. The importance of the average citi- 
zen is more than ever apparent as the 
experiment of our democracy proceeds 
in its evolution. Not the least present 
evidence of this fact is the appeal of 
this conference to the business man and 
the chance there given him to get a 
broader and better definition of democ- 
racy. And there is something beyond 
this. If the statement already made 
concerning the attitude of higher educa- 
tion to business is true the indication is 
that scholarship recognizing the 
Sentiment born of the social and eco- 
nomic forces of the present age, is hold- 
ing forth the right hand of fellowship to 
business. 

From this place jet intelligence, states- 
manship and social service contradict in 
tone and terms that cannot be mistaken, 
the bad ethics and worse policy involved 
in the fallacy that taxation for education 
ig a sacrificd for either the citizen or 
the mass of the people has material and 
economic value. Real progress pauses 
for the popular recognition of the fact. 
This conference has a serious share in 
the perception of the fact and the ex- 
pression of the reply. 

Out from the Hampton schoo] there 
went, years since, a good negro that by 
Sharing the knowledge gained at the 
school with his neighbors of both races 
doubled the potato crop of his county. 
On the same principle there are school 
districts and whole counties scattered 
through the south in which one educated, 
forceful, tactfuj white citizen beginning 
Single handed and alone has so inspired 
teachers, officials and neighbors as to 
increase a hundred fold the quality and 
quantity of public education. A_ single 
Phrase settles the point in our pregent 
discussion. It voices itself to each de- 
linquent, “Go thou and do likewise.”

And these “squatters’’ from the most 
exclusive circles of Atlanta will build 
beautiful homes on their property and 
this part of suburban Aflanta which 
has already become so famous will be 
made even more attractive and the cen- 
ter of future sOcfety gatherings. 

Another thing that is apparently prov- 
ed is the saneness of the late Mr. Col- 
lier at the time he made his will. it 
will be remembered that he wanted his 
heirs to develop the property and if need 
be to- make parks and other improve- 
ments, Some people will tell you that 
Mr. Collier hung on to the property 
because he was One of those persons 
who have a mania for acquiring land, but 
there are others who believe that he held 
on to land lot 105 because he believed 
that with every year the property would 
appreciate in value in a very rapid de- 
gree.

Columbus Memorial Association 
Want No Change Made 


This Association Inaugurated the 
Custom of Decorating Graves 
on April 26—Think First 
Flowers of Spring Should 
Go on Graves. 


Columbus, Ga., April 27.—(Special.)— 
The Ladies’ Memorial Association of Co- 
lumbusg will resist vigorously the propsi- 
tion made at the memorial exercises in 
Atlanta yesterday to change the date of 
the southern memorial day from April 26 
to June 3. As this is the mother asso- 
ciation, it is presumed that its protest 
will have weight. 

When the women of Columbus in the 
spring of 1866 inaugurated this custom, 
they purposely selected this compara- 
tively early date In the spring. There is 
sentiment in the idea, as under the pres- 
ent custom it {fs the first flowers of the 
season that are placed on the sodldier’s 
This idea, offering the first 
fruits of the season, as it were, !s a 
beautiful and inspiring one, and in all 
national observances resemDling this in 
character it is kept in mind. The ladies 
point out that if the date were changed 
to June 3 the offerings of flowerg would 
not mean as much ag they do at prez- 
ent, for now the first and most prized 
of the flowers of the new season are made 
into wreaths for the confederate sol- 
diers’ graves. The ladies say that April 
26 has been the date for thirty-six years, 
and that it is a date firmly fixed in 
southern hhistory, and to change it would 
radically alter the custom. Around April 
26 sacred memories afe clustered, and it 
would be a pity to change to any other 
date, no matter how insignificant the an- 
niversary.

WILL COME OFTEN 


Bartlett Succeeds in Inter- 
esting the Census Bureau, 


Georgian Secures an Additional Ap- 
propriation To Enable the Fre- 
quent Publication of Sta- 
tistics of Special Value 
te Cotton Ginners. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, April 27.—({(Special.)— 
Representative Bartlett is personaly 
much gratified at the recent action of the 
census bureau in deciding to issue more 
frequently than heretofore bulletins con- 
taining statistics of special value to cot- 
ton ginners. It was largely at the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Bartlett that an additional 
appropriation was included in the agri- 
cultural appropriation bill to enable the 
director of the census to furnish this in- 
formation which is so highly appreciated 
by the cotton ginners and growers of the 
south. 


Bartlett’s Efforts. 

The story of Mr. Bartlett's efforts 
this direction can be better told 
following correspondence: 

Washington, D. C., April 10, 1904.— 
Hon. S. N. ‘D. North, Director of the 
Census: Referring again to the matter 
of cotton ginners’ statistics, you will 
remember that I had a conversation with 
you, in which we discugsed the propriety 
of making the reports more frequent. 

I understood when the appropriation 
bill was up, providing for this work, that 
a sufficient sum had been asked for by 
you, and granted, to enable you to do 
this, and that the matter of having the 
reports issued more frequently would be 
left entirely to your discretion. I would 
be glad if you would inform me so I 
may convey the information to some con- 
stituents of mine who are interested in 
Having more frequent reports—whether 
or not you have determined to have the 
Statistics taken more frequently than 
once a month, and, if so, how often. 

There has been nothing of late years 
that has aided the cotton planter so ma. 
terfally in having correct prices paid for 
his product as the reports of the bureau 
of the census containing the statistics 
of, cotton ginners. I earnestly supported 
the proposition when it was first in- 
augurated to have: these statlstics taken, 
and have at al! times been interested in 
the progress that has been made and 
am gratified, as are the people of my dis- 
trict and section, who are interested in 
cotton raising, at the efficiency with 
which this w@rk has been done by the 
officlals of your bureau, and the fact 
that the price of cotton this last season 
has been maintained as its proper level, 
in spite of the great fluctuations that 
have taken place in the speculative mar- 
ket, is the strongest evidence that the 
work of the bureau of the census is relied 
upon by the people to give them the true 
status of the 
produced. 

An early reply will be very much ap- 
preciated by me.

C. lk BARTLETT. 
Mr. North’s Reply. 

Washington, D. C., April 2!, 1904.— 
Hon. C. I, Bartlett.—Dear Ju&ge Rart- 
lett: I beg you to accept my apologies 
for my long delay in replying to your 
letter of April 10, which was received 
during my absence from Washington. I 
am much gratified by the kind man- 
ner in which you speak of the cotton 
ginning reports of this Office, and very 
glad to have your testimony as to the 
great and growing usefulness of these 
reports of the cottOn producers of the 
south. We hope to make them more 
accurate and more useful with each gsuc- 
ceedize year, and I hope the plans for 
covering the next season’s crop, so far 
as they are already maturéd in this 
office, will meet with your approval. 

We have arranged for six reperts show- 
ing the quantity of cotton ginned from 
the crop of 1904 and corresponding with 
the report for the season of 1903, which 
showed the quantity ginned to September 
|, October 18, November 14 and Decem- 
ber 13, 1903, and January I6 and March 
10, 1904. 

If, however, the conditions surrounding 
the market during the progress cf the 
ginning shall seem to make it neces- 
sary and desirable to introduce One or 
more additional reports, we shall be 
prepared to do so, and shall certainiy 
do so if conditions are at al] similar to 
those of last year shall again reappear. 
The most useful pOint at which t« in- 
troduce one of these additional reports 
would appear to be between September 
| and October !8, and if the ginning 
season opens very early, 1 am _ con- 
vinced that such a report at such a 
date will be of advantage to the grow- 
ers. 

But another plan of handling the cur- 
rent reports of the ginners has been un- 
der ecarefui consideration in this Office, 
and will, I think, likely serve all the pur- 
poses which would spring from weekly 
reports of cotton ginned. This is a 
plan to advance the date on which 
the statistics of cottOn ginned are pub- 
lished. Considerable time is necessart- 
ly consumed by the special agents in 
the different countries in making the 
canvass. In some countries the canvass 
is completed much sooner than in others; 
therefore, if the publication of the date 
is put on a county basis rather a state 
basis, we can publish the reports for a 
large number of counties within a few 
days after the beginning of the canvass. 
These reports would be accompaned by 
corresponding data for the crop of 1903. 


For instance, if returns are received frm 


Halil and Twiggs counties, Georgia, 
showing the quantity of cotton ginned 
to October 18, the results would be pub- 
lished at once in comparison with simi- 
lar totals for the crop of 1903. If 
returns were received on the following 
day from Bibb and Emanuel counties, 
they would be combined with the totals 
for Hall and Twiggs. counties and the 
aggregate published in comparison with

‘Everything Possible Being Done, 
Declares Knox 


Attorney General, in Reply to Reso- 


‘ lution Introduced by John Sharp 
Williams, Shifts Blame to 
Interstate Commerce 
Commission.

Washington, April 27.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox today transmitted to the house 
replies to the two resolutions of inquiry 
introduced by Mr. Williams, of Missis-~- 
sippi, relative to trusts. 

First replying to the question as to 
whether any criminal prosecutions had 
been begun by him against persons in- 
volved ih the decision of the supreme 
court of the United States In the North- 
ern Socurities case, as guilty of violating 
the laws by entering into combinations in 
Testraint of trade, the attorney general 
Gays: 

“T have the honor to say that no crim- 
final prosecutions have been instituted 
against the persons referred to in the 
resolution, and that further than thie I 
do not deem it compatible with the public 
interests to comply wth the resolution, 

“The other resolutions ask if any in- 
vestigation ever was made by the de- 
partment of justice of the so-called an- 


thracite coal trust. The attorney general 
replies to this as follows: 

“I have the honor to say that during 
‘the time of the anthracite coal strike, 
the department of justice began an inves- 
‘tigation for the purpose of determining 
Whether the anthracite coal business was 
conducted through a combination or con- 
‘epiracy in violation of the anti-trust act 
of 1890. 

“This investigation had not proceeded 
‘far until I discovered that if such a com- 
bination existed the evidence of its ex- 
jistence had been adroitly concealed, and 
{that if it was to be established would 
Jargely depend upon the government's 
ability to secure evidence of a chain of 
circumstances which, in the aggregate, 
;would establish a combination. 


| Rings in Commission. 

“In view of the fact that this depart- 
ment possessed no power to compe] the 
production of books and papers to ex-

During the progress of the hearing 
before the committee under this com- 
plaint several witnesses refused to pro- 
duce papers and answer questions which 
the commission considered and ruled to 
be. germane to the inquiry; whereupon, 
under the direction of the atrorney gen- 
eral, proceedings were begun in the 
United States circuit court in New York 
for the purpose of compelling the coal 
companies to produce papers and answer 


questigns. 


“The circuit court dismissed the petition 


of the interstate commerce commission, 
whereupon an appeal was taken by the 
Tnited States under the act of February 
19, 1903, directly to the supreme court 
of the Tnited States.

This 
is important because a road leads from 
Siaopoussikhe northeast to Kwan Tien, 
which commands one of the roads to 
Mukden. 

“Tt is evident that the Japanese devoted 
most of their attention to crossing near 
Wiju. The river here ts divided into sev- 
eral islandea by channels, the largest of 
which Samalindo. Above and below 
Wiju river was bridged at three 
points. 

“Up the stream near Sandiagou the 
Japanese were watched by a small de- 
tachment of Cossacks, but the enemy was 
practically unopposed. At Turenchen, 
lower down, our outposts directed a fire 
from a field piece so successfully that 
they destroyed the moorings and wrecked 
the pontoons. The enemy was thrown 
into disorder and suffered considerable 
loss. Still further down the stream the 
Japanese proceeded to make a third at- 
tempt at crossing. 

‘We do not think that the Japanese 
will attempt to land at Takushan or Ta- 
tung Kau now that they have crossed 
the Yalu. The object of such landings 
has been to cause a diversten so as to 
enable the Japanese to cross the river. 
Takushan is not a good strategic point. 
The road leading therefrom is bad and 
troops could only be sappliied with great 
difficulty. 

“With regard to future operations we 
cannot speak. The Russians will not 
show their hand at this stage, but will 
continually harass the enemy, choosing 
their own time for a battle.” 

A military expert who its particularly 
impressed with the importance ol the 
Japanese crossing near Siapoussikhe said 
that the use of the road therefrom would 
enable the enemy not only to mareh 
upon Mukden, but to outflank the Rus- 
sian position at Feng Huan Chéng and 
cut off any of General Rennendkamff's 
Cossacks who may have gone to join the 
attack on Genera] San.

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BOBBY CARGO, 
Atlanta’s Crack Third Baseman 
Who Died . Yesterday After a 
Week's Illness with Pneumonia. 
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early vesterday morning, surrounded Dy 
his wife and Managers Fisher and Pow- 
ell, his old and his new manager. 

Cargo was one of the most popular 
pluyers in the south, and was One Of the 
oldest men in the business. He was 
modest, retiring and generously consti- 
tuted, and was at all times willing to 
lend a helping hand to other athletes 
in trouble. He was at all times a gentle- 
man, and behaved like one both on and 
off the field. 

Hig illness was of short duration. Somo 
few weeks aZ® he came down from Pitt«- 
burg to Atlanta in order to get into trim 
for the season, playing in the exhibition 
contests. He had a cold when he left 
Pittsburg, and the weather in Atlanta 
was not conducive to good health. Short- 
ly after be arrived here the team took 
a short trip of four days to Jacksonville 
and Lake City, Fla., and played four 
games before returning to Atlanta. The 
change frdm cold weather to the warm 
climate of Florida and back to the cold 
of Atlanta was too much for Cargo, and 
this doubtless contributed largely to his 
death. 

‘Played Exhibition Series. 

He played throughout the exhibition 
series, laying off for a few days in order 
to allow his hand to get back into sNape. 
At the heginning of the seagon his arm 
was bad and his hand was aJso in poor 
condition. 

All these ills were corrected about two 
weeks ago. Cargo had struck his proper 
gait. He was hitting the ball with the 
best of the team, and was fielding his 
position in great shape. He played in 
the first Macon game, but when the sec- 
ond was to be played did not appear. 
Manager Powell received word from him 
that he was sick and could not come. 

His illness was not regurded as serious, 
and it was several days before the mem- 
bers of the team began to De anxious 
about him. A number of them called at 
his home and were reassured by the re- 
ports received from him. 

Typhoid pneumonia developed from hts 
cold, however, and several days ago he 
was taken to the Halcyon where his 
death occurred. All Tuesday afternoon 
and night he was itn a dying condition, 
and Tuesday night and early Wednesday 
morning Manager Fisher, Manager Pow- 
ell and his wife watched by his bedside. 
At 4:50. o'clock yesterday morning the 
end came. 

Something About Cargo. 

Cargo was not an extravagant man, 
ana did not dissipate, but his salary was 
not more than sufficient to carry him 
over from one year to the beginning of 
the next ball season. He Was a paper 
hanger by trade when not playing ball. 
Still ‘he barely managed to make enough 
to live on, and leaves his wife and little 
girl poorly provided for. 

A considerable ¢uM was raised yester- 
day among the members of the Atlanta 
and the Nashville teams, as al] the men 
on both teams knew and loved him. 
Any subscription from friends in the city 
will be received by Manager Powell and 
turned over to Mrs. Cargo. 

A benefit game will be played for 
Cargo’s. family upon the occasion 
of the next visit of the Nashville team 
to Atlanta, and it is believed that a 
large sum will be raised in this manner 
for Mrs. Cargo and the little girl. 

The body was taken to Pittsburg, 
Cargo’s old home, yesterday afternoon at 
5 o'clock. It was accompanied by Mrs. 
Cargo, the little girl and Red Russell, 
who was a personal friend of Robert 
Cargo, and was sent to Pittsburg by 
Manager Fisher. The body was escorted 
to the train by the members of the At- 
lanta team and the Fifth regiment band. 

Cargo comes of a family of baseball 
players. He was born in Pittsburg about 
thirty-three years ago. He leaves a 
brother, Chick Cargo, who is now playing 
the game in the New York State League, 
and geveral other brothers, who at one 
time or other played the game. One of 
his brothers retired from baseball twenty 
years ago. 

During his lifetime Cargo hag played 
with many teams. He had his first ex- 
perience in playing ball out in the Penn- 
sylvania league. He played there with 
the Wilkesbarre team. After playing 
here for several years he went to Pitte- 
burg and played there for two years. 
From Pittetburg he went to Spokane, in 
the Pacific Coast League. At other times 
he has plaved in the Bastern League, in 
the New York State League, and the 
Southern Teague. 

In 1902 and !903 he was with Newt 
Fisher in Nashville, and last year Man- 
ager Powell bought him from Fisher for 
the Atlanta club. He intended to make 
Atlanta his home.

There was a most pathetic scene in the 
criminal branch of the superior court 
yesterday morning when Mre. Edith 
Riggs and Mrs, Hila Rieves, two shop- 
lifters, were tried and convicted. Mrs. 
Riggs’ two children were in court, one 
a boy of 16 and the other a girl of 14 
years of age. Both children were half 
idiots and imbeciles, unable to walk or 
talk intelligently. The only one thing 
they seemed to know was that they had 
a mother and to her they clung with a 
display of almost frenzied affection. 
When brought into tthe court room they 
had to be carried in the arms of strong 
men. 

Attorneys Harvey Hill and Van Astor 
Batchelor, who represented the women, 
asked that the defendants be allowed to 


plead to a misdemeanor and this was 
consented tto by Solleitor Hill. The wom- 
en confessed that they had been shop- 
lifting in Atlanta and Mrs. Riggs with 
tears in her eyes and a choking voice 
said: 

“I was driven to it because I was des- 
perate. My poor afflicted children had to 
be taken care of. I was alone in the 
world and could not get work.” 

‘AAs she spoke the children sat before 
her staring with wide open eyes and 
biank faces at the jury. 

The plea of larceny from the house 
was accepted by the court, and Judge 
Roan fined each of the women $500. 

The women had up cash bends of 
$1,200, friends in South Carolina having 
come to their assistance when they were 
first arrested.- Their fines will be paid, 

About two months ago city detectives 
caught Mrs. Riggs and Mrs, Rieves with 
a trunk ful] of valuable goods which 
they had stolen from dry goods stores in 
the city. Mrs. Riggs had a false bundle 
which had an open end into which she 
could slip whatever she stole from coun- 
ters. The goods stolen amounted to 
over $1,000. 

It was on account of tthe afflicted chil- 
dren that the women were let off as light 
as they were, otherwise they would both 
have gone to the state farm for several 
years.

New York, April 27.—Members of the 
Charity Society here express the belief

On the police records McKenzie js clas- 
sified with the harmless mendicants, 
usually -cripples, who sit silently in the 
street or wherever crowds are passing 
and hold out their hats or a tin box with 
mute avpeal for aid. For several years 
MoKenzié has been a conspicuous figure 
on the platforms of elevated stations. He 
has’ but one leg and always sat on the 
floor with his crutches lying in his lap 
and his hat etretched out for coins.

Hudson, N. Y., April 27.—Investigation 
of the vandalism at the tomb of General 
Henry B. Livingston, who died in 1808, 
leads the officials here to believe that the 
Sole object of the ghouls was to secure 
jewels of great value, which, according 
to tradition, were buried with Mrs. Mary 
Livingston, the general’s wife, who dfed 
in 1855.

New York, April 27.—Of the twenty- 
seven passengers injured in yesterday's 
rear end célliision near Elizabeth, N. J., 
between the Long Branch express and 
the Florida special on the Pennsy!vania 
railroad, one, the Rev. Mr. Keller, of 
Asbury Park, N. J., probably will die, 
He sustained concussion of the brain and 
interna] injuries.

RETTER SCHOOLS. 
“WHEN COMBINE 


Fewer School Houses and More 
Thoraugh Teaching, 


Experience Shows That Abolishing 
Many Small Branch Schools and 
Uniting Several, with Free 


Rural Transportation, 
Gives Best Results. 


Covington, Ga, April 27.—(Special.)—In 
the solution of the rural schoo] problem 
county echool superintendents and county 
beards of education throughout the state 
are waking up to the fact that consolida- 
tion—fewer school houses and better fa- 
oilities—is the only feasible and effective 
means, Hence they are studying the prac- 
tice of consolidating schools in such coun- 
ties as have inaugurated the central 
echool system, and a few words in regard 
te Newton county may serve to further 
encourage those interested along this line. 


Ten years ago nearly every hilltop in 
Newton county was dotted was a dilapi- 
dated shanty, which went by the dignified 
name of ‘‘the school house,”” but which 
was hardly eufficiently habitable for a 
cow to winter in. Professor W. C. 
Wright, one of the leading school super- 
intendents of the etate, and at that time 
at the head of the schools of Covington, 
was made county school commissioner. 
With the hearty cooperation of the county 
‘board of education, he instituted a vigor- 
Ous campaign for better rura! schools in 
Newton county, During the summer 
months after the crops were “laid by’’ 
and the farmers were idle, educational 
rallies were held in almost every school 
district of the county, and a more healthy 
sentiment for education was thus created, 
which resulted {In the tearing away of the 
old shanties and the construction of mod- 
ern school buildings in their stead. 

Two years ago Professor Wright re- 
signed the superintendency of the public 
school system of Newton county, ana the 
board elected G. C. Adams to fill out 
the unexpired term. A few months ago 
he was reelected for a period of four 
years. 


Transportation Established. 

Following the desire to perfect the sys- 
tem as far as possible by consolidation, 
in November of 19038 the county board 
established the Mixon consolidated school, 
in Brewers district. Im order to make the 
consolidated central school approach the 
\ideal of usefulness and efficiency intend- 
ed for it, the board believed that the 
transportation of pupils at the public ex- 
pense was necessa.y. By the ald of four 
two-horse conveyances Mixon school 
serves the entire erstrict, Prior to ita es- 
tablishment four school houses operated 
for the accommodation of pedestrian pu- 
ipils, and these had nothing ifke the equip- 
ment necessary for their effective opera- 
tion. One hundred pupils Mde in these 
conveyances to the school, and fifty, who 
are more accessible, walk. The cost of 
transportation ig about 6 aents per day 
for each pupil, legs than street car fare 
would be for the pupils in the public 
schools of the cities 


| System Met Opposition. 

| The eystem of consolidation and trans- 
portation of pupils, when first inaugu- 
rated, met, of course, with much antag- 
| Onism, and the people not only fearea 
that the experiment would prove unsuc- 
cessful, but many of the patrons seriously 
objected on the ground that it would re- 
move the school house rrom tue cus, 
access and impose a hardship upon those 
| most remote. As they came to better 
junderstand the scheme, nowever, they 
,neartily indorse and approve of it. 

On account of the healthy inspiration 
and impetus which has peen given th. 
school work in Newton by the practica; 
object lesson in Mixon Consolidated 
echog! held up before the people, the pub- 
lic school system in this county is being 
generally improved. The tireless -efforts 
in this direction of the efficient county 
school superintendent and the board ot 
education are worthy of high commenda- 
tion. The moral support in thig work of 
the people of the different districts has 
ai60 aided greatly in further prosecuting 
the work, They are all Now aroused to 
the importance of education auq wyutte, 
tacilities and equipment for aggressive 
progress along educationa) lines,

Before the system was inaugurated pa 
trons were frequently forced to whip the 
children to make them go to school. The 
ride, however, to school] each morning 
and the return in the afternoon, with the 
congenial associations which rides would 
cultivate, make* going to schoo] a pleas- 
ure to the children. A _ parent, who 
sends several children to the school, made 
the statement a short time ago that his 
children now cry to go to school, if for 
any reagon the mother thinks {t wise to 
keep them at home. It is not altogether 
for the ride, for this parent is de.ighted 
with the progress his children are mak- 
ing in their studies The advancement of 
pupils under the consolidated system is 
but little short of marvelous. The fact 
is that the progress of the pupils has 
demonstrated that one year in a school 
under a system like this is worth thre¢ 
years at an ordinary rural school, de- 
pending upon pedestrian attendance and 
upon a poorly-pald teacher, whom de- 
creasing attendance and interest natural- 
ly depresses. The system practically 
assures good attendance, good disciprine, 
the decrease of truancy and better schol- 
arship. Ite advantages are many and the 
atmosphere of such a schoo] Is wholesome 
and elevating not only to the pupils, but 
to the general community. It seems the 
hest solution of the rural school prob- 
iem—that is, devising the best way or 
means of extending the opportunity of a 
grammar school education to the children 
of the rural districts,

Lonion Helped Opening Advance by 
Advancing Prices There. 


STEEL PREFERRED HEAVY 


Action and Tone of the Market 
Strongly Suggestive of Condi- 
tion of Deadlock Prevailing 
Before Northern Secu- 
rities Decision. 


New York, April 27.—-Today’s stock 
market was a trivial affair, from what 
ever standpoint it is viewed. Deadings 
fell still further from vesterday’s small 
total, and the tone and action of the 
market were strongly suggestive of the 
condition of deadlock prevailing before 
the Northern Securities decision. Nar- 
row and sluggish ag today’s movement 
was, it passed through several varia- 
tions, showing the vacillations of op’n- 
fons on the market.
